ChaffM In a Dispatch Maid They W ere at 
Ho SI 
W a That 
I hay—At Apparent 
Marching Hate, Ought to Be at Least 
Very Near. 


London, Aug. 14.—1Tho Shang­ 
hai correspondent of The Daily 
Express wiring Aug. 13. said: 
“The allies at noon Saturday 
frere within 20 miles of Pekin.}t 
Washington, Aug. 14.—The American 
commander in chief in a dispatch of 
Inst three words, received at the w ar 
department, sent a thrill of cr.rltation 
and expectancy throughout 
iffieial 
quarters by announcing his arrival at 
Ho Si Wu, als)tit 38 miles from Pekin, 
last Thursday. 
The lust beard from 
him before this was at Yangstun, 
which had Im* ti captured after a hrad 
fight, and word of his movements since 
then had been eagerly awaited. Thurs­ 
day he was 18 miles beyond Yangstun. 
Lang Fang, the place where the ill­ 
fated Seymour expedition met its fate 
and turned back, had been left behind. 
The battle of Yangstun was fought 
en the Oth. and the advance to Ho Si 
Wu was accomplished on the 9th — a 
march of 18 miles In three days. This 
was four days ago, and at the same 
rate of progress Chaffee is even now 
fairly within striking distance of the 
wAUs of Pekin. 
It was a consumma­ 
tion which the w ar departm ent had 
aw aited calmly, aud stirring as the 
news was that the American force 
was now nearing the gates of the Im­ 
perial city, Secretary Root and Adju­ 
ta n t General Corbin evinced no sur­ 
prise, as it accorded with calculations, 
although tile advance had been more 
rapid than was expected. 
The dispatch from Chaffee,conveying 
so much in a few words, is as follows: 
Che Foo, Aug. 13. 
“Adjutant General, Washington: 
•‘Tenth arrived Hospiwu (Ho Si Wu) 
yesterday. 
Chaffee.” 
The news of the advance soon spread 
throughout official quarters.- In the 
entusiasm of te moment a report got 
about tat this was the day for the 
-actual arrival in Pekin. 
But the war 
•department had not a word of the 
advance beyond Ho Si Wu. 
It was 
deem ed hardly likely that the march 
•to Pekin could have been made since 
last Tursday. 
At te rate of progress, 
six miles a day, made from Yangstun 
to Ho Si Wu. about 24 miles would 
ave been covered in the last four days, 
and up to Monday this would still 
leave the 
international forces 
nine 
miles from Pekin. 
Viewed from any 
standpoint, the advance to Ho Si Wn 
wraa of the utmost importance, not only 
Strategically, but also in showing that 
fcotmnun {cation was open to Che Foo, 
th a i Ihe expected opposition from Chi­ 
nese hordes had not been sufficient to 
dlevent te steady forward movement 
abd In te influence It would exert on 
-Cie Chinese government. 
As It had taken about five days for 
general Chaffee to report the advance 
to Ho Si Wu it is evident tat wire com­ 
munication is not open to the fro n t 
This was hardly to be expected, and 
.the safe arrival of the message at least 
sows that a certain measure of com­ 
munication la open.

James Abram Garfield was th e th ird m em ber of congress from OLo 
elected to th e p residency . 
He was born in Uiange, Cuy ah oga county Oh .a 
Nov 19, 1881. and died in Elberon, N 
j Sep t. 19, 18 8 1, th e result of a m ur­ 
derous shot 6 red by th e assassin Oui- 
teau. Inly 2. iSSI His remains lie bur­ 
ied in Lak p View cemetery , Cleveland. 
•He made h is way ” in life, and 
ro se to distinction th rough h is own 
efforts and indomnitable wiii. Wh en a 
ho work ed on a canal boat as a 
driver and sp ent h is leisure h ours in 
itudv. A* *he time h e was in th e em­ 
p loy 'J Governor Tod. In 1849 h e en­ 
tered th p Geauga seminary at, Ch ester, 
and sup p orted h imself by doing odd 
jobs 
a carp enter’s or black smith ’s 
h*lDor, 
op p ortunity offered. During 
» » rations he did farm and oth er m an­ 
ual labor, and oecassionally taugh t 
» rhnnt 
He entered Hiram college in 18 51, 
ind Williams college in 1854, from 
wHirh he graduated in 18 5 6. He was 
erdeined a minister in th e Camp bell- 
u© church, and after h is graduation 
♦aught Greek and Latin in Hiram col­ 
lege, and subsequently became its p res­ 
ident. He read law with Albert Gallatin Riddle at Cleveland and was admit­ 
ted to the bar in 1858. 
He was elected to th e senate of th e Fifty -fourth gen­ 
eral assembly from th e Twenty -six th Senatorial district, Portage and Summit 
counties, in 1859 . 
At the break ing out of th e civil war h e was commissioned lieutenant 
colonel of th e Forty -second Oh io Volunteer Infantry , and h ad a brilliant mili­ 
tary career, h aving been made a major general by successive p romotions. He 
p articip ated in th e actions ut Middle Creek , Kv., Sh iloh , Corinth , Ch ick a* 
mauga and many oth er minor engagements, in all of wh ich h e distinguish ed 
bimself 
He resigned h is military commission Dec. 3, 18 6 3, to tak e h is seat 
in congress 
His h eauh h ad been sh attered, and h is friends, with out solicita­ 
tion on his p art, h ad elected h im to th e national h ouse. 
He was elected as a Rep ublican, and at once became a consp icuous figure 
on the floor of th e h ouse, delivering a forceful sp eech a few week s after 
« ntering th e body . 
His oratory was of a h igh order, and h is arguments were 
strong and often unanswerable by h is op p onents. 
He was elected in 18G2 to th e Th irty -eigh th congress from th e Nineteenth 
district, Portage, Trumbull, Geauga and Ash tabula 
counties. 
He was elected 
to the Th irty -ninth , Fortieth , Forty -first and Forty -second from th e same 
constituency , in 1872 th e Nineteenth district was made up of Portage, Ash ta­ 
bula, Trumbull, Lak e and Geauga, and h e was ch osen to th e Forty -th ird 
Forty -fourth , Forty -fifth and Forty -six th , 
alw ay s by overwh elming majorities. 
During h is eigh teen y ears of continuous service in congress h e served on 
111 of the imp ortant committees of th e h ouse, and was, at different times, 
chairman of th e committees on military affairs, bank ing and currency , way s 
end means and oth eis, in 1876 h e was ch osen a member of th e electoral com­ 
mission wh ich settled th e disp uted p residential succession between Ruth er­ 
ford B. Hay es and Samuel J. Tilden, and was one of th e eigh t out of fifteen 
voting to seat th e former. 
On the 13th of January , 18 8 0, h e was elected United States senator by th e 
leg islature, but renounced th e office before th e beginning of th e term to 
•ccept the p residential nomination, and at th e November election of th at y ear 
be was elected p resident over Major General Winfield S. Hancock . 
In March , 188 1, sh ortly after h is inauguration, a bitter controversy was 
Precip itated between h is administration and Senators Platt and Conk ling of 
ew York , over th e ap p ointment of William H. Robertson as collector of th e 
Port of New York , and th e two senators resigned, as a p rotest, and both stood 
for re-election and both were defeated, th us indorsing President Garfield’s 
iction. Inter-p arty bitterness rose to a dangerous degree, wh ich culminated 
jo the 2d day of July , 18 8 1, wh en a p robably insane p artisan named Guiteau 
r«d a p istol sh ot into th e p resident in th e railway station building at Wash - 
ogton, inflicting fatal injuries. He lingered in great agony until th e 19 th of 
Sep tember, wh en h e died of blood p oisoning. 
This being th e second p resident assassinated, th e h orror and indignation 
® the entire nation k new no bounds, and wh en h e died, all p arty lines and 
visions were wash ed out by th e great flood of national grief. 


RUTHERFORD B. HAYES. 
Rutherford Birch ard Hay es was th e second member of congress from 
to to be elected to th e p residential office. He was born in Delaware, Ohio, 
Oct. 4, 1822. 
His fath er, 
Ruth erford 
Hay es, migrated 
from 
Vermont to 
Oh io in 1817 , and engaged in merch an­ 
dising in Delaware, but died in 1822. 
Th e y ounger Hay es removed with

J rose to eminence in th e legal p rofession. He was city solicitor of Cin-

o utbreak o f tho civ il war a 
military co mpany was fo rmed fro m 


th e membersh ip of th e Literary club of th e Queen City and Hay es was ch osen 
cap tain. His comp any was assigned to th e Twenty -th ird regiment, Oh io Vol­ 
unteer infantry , and h e was commissioned major. 
He did gallant service in Virginia and West Virginia, and h is regiment 
p articip ated in nearly all th e imp ortant actions in th e Sh enandoah valley 
under General Sh eridan, including th e battles ot South Mountain, Winch ester, 
Cloy d’s Mountain, Fish er’s Hill and Cedar Creek . 
In th e meantime h e was 
p romoted to th e command of th e regiment. 
General Adam Badeau, of Gen­ 
eral Grant’s staff, In h is Military History of Grant say s of Colonel Hay es: 
‘‘For gallant and meritorious service in th e battles of Winch ester, 
Fish er’s Hill and Cedar Creek , Colonel Hay es was p romoted to th e rank of 
brigadier general of volunteers, and brevetted major general for gallant and 
distinguish ed service during th e camp aign of 1SC4, in West Virginia, and p ar­ 
ticularly in th e battles of Fish er’s Hill and Cedar Creek .” 
He commanded h is brigade for more th an two y ears 
In 1804 h e was 
elected to th e Th irty -ninth congress from th e Second district, a p art of Ham­ 
ilton county , and in 186 6 was re-elected from th e same district to th e Fortieth . 
Wh ile in congress h e served on a number of th e leading committees of th e 
h ouse, and h is counsel was eagerly sough t after by h is p arty leaders on all 
p erp lex ing questions. 
He was nominated for congress in 187 2, against h is p rotests, and was 
defeated by h is Democratic op p onent, Henry B. Banning, in th e Second dis­ 
trict. 
In 1873, after h is defeat, h e removed from Cincinnati to Fremont, 
wh ere h e h ad inh erited considerable p rop erty , and th ere h e continued to 
reside during th e remainder of h is life. 
In 186 7 h e was th e Rep ublican candidate for governor of Ohio, and was 
elected over Allen G. Th urman, Democrat, by a vote of 243.6 05 to 240,6 22. 
In 186 9 h e was again th e Rep ublican candidate for governor, and was elected 
over George H. Pendleton, Democrat, by a vote of 236 ,08 2 to 228 ,57 6 . 
In 
1875 h e was th e Rep ublican candidate for governor, and defeated William 
Allen, Democrat, by a vote of 29 7 ,8 17 to 29 2,27 3. 
It is a coincidence th at General Hay es was th e only man elected th ree 
times to th e office of governor during th e century , and on each occasion 
h e was elected over a man wh o was a United States senator, Allen p revious 
to, and Th urman and Pendleton subsequent to th e gubernatorial election. 
Wh en Th urman was defeated in 18 6 7 , a Democratic legislature was ch osen, 
wh ich elected h im to th e senate. 
In 18 7 6 General Hay es was th e Rep ublican candidate for p resident, and 
carried Oh io over Samuel J. Tilden of New York by a vote of 330,6 9 8 to 
323,18 2. 
He was nominated on th e seventh ballot in th e national Rep ublican 
convention wh ich met in Cincinnati, Oh io, June 14, 1876 . 
In accep ting th is nomination Mr. Hay es p ledged h imself, from p atriotic 
motives, to th e one-terin p rincip le, and in th ese words: 
“Believing th at th e restoration of th e civil service to th e sy stem estab­ 
lish ed by Wash ington and followed by th e early p residents can be best 
accomp lish ed by an ex ecutive wh o is under no temp tation to use th e 
p atronage of h is office to p romote h is own re-election, I desire to p erform 
v/h at I regard as a duty in now stating my inflex ible p urp ose, 
if elected, 
not to be a candidate for election to a second term. 
“In furth erance of th e reform we seek , and in oth er imp ortant resp ects, 
a ch ange of great imp ortance, 1 recommend an amendment to th e con­ 
stitution p rescribing a term of six y ears for th e p residential office, and 
forbidding a re-election.” 
A bitter and th reatening controversy arose over th e election, which 
required th e wisest and most conciliatory statesmansh ip to adjust, so as 
to avert civil commotion. 
In a letter to Senator Joh n Sh erman, Nov. 27, 
18 7 6 , Governor Hay es said: “You feel, 1 am sure, as 1 do about th is wh ole 
business. 
A fair election would h ave given us about 40 electoral votes—at 
least th at many . 
But we are not to allow our friends to defeat one outrage 
and fraud by anoth er. 
Th ere must be noth ing crook ed on our p art. 
Let 
Mr. Tilden h ave th e p lace by violence, intimn tion and fraud, rath er th an 
undertak e to p revent it by means th at will noi near th e severest scrutiny .” 
Th e canvassing board of Louisiana, Florida and South Carolina declared 
Rep ublican electors ch osen, and certificates of th ese results were sent by 
th e governors of th ose states to Wash ington. 
Governor Hay es h ad a m a­ 
jority of one in th e electoral college. 
But th e Democrats ch arged fraud, 
and certificates declaring th e Democratic electors elected were sent to 
Wash ington. 
Th e h ouse (Democratic) and th e senate (Rep ublican) th en 
concurred in an act p roviding for a commission comp osed of five rep resen­ 
tatives, five senators and five judges of th e sup reme court, to h ave final 
jurisdiction. 
Th e commission refused to go beh ind th e certificates of the 
governors, and by a vote of eigh t to seven declared in favor of th e Rep ub­ 
lican electors, and President Hay es was inaugurated March 5, 1877. 
Th e administration of President Hay es, alth ough unsatisfactory to ma­ 
ch ine p oliticians, was a wise and conservative one, meeting with th e ap p roval 
of th e p eop le at large. 
By th e with drawal of Federal troop s and restoration 
of self-government to th e south ern states, it p rep ared th e way for a revivai 
of p atriotism and th e remark able material develop ment th at ensued. 
After leaving th e p residency Mr. Hay es lived in quiet retirem ent at 
Fremont. 
He was identified with th e management of numerous educational 
institutions and th e p ublic benefactions of th e state. 
He died at Fremont. 
President Hay es resigned from th e Fortieth congress in 186 7 to become 
g o Ytrno r, 
and was succeeded by General Samuel F. Carey ; and resigned th e 
g o v erno rship 
In 1877 to beco me 
p resident, and was succeeded by Tho mas L. 
Yo u» « , the lieutenant g o v erno r.

In 1869 he was again the Republican candidate for governor, and was elected 
over George H. Pendleton, Democrat, by a vote of 236.082 to 228,576. 
In 
1875 he was the Republican candidate for governor, and defeated William 
Allen, Democrat, by a vote of 297,817 to 292,273. 
It is a coincidence that General Hayes was the only man elected three 
times to the office of governor during the century, and on each occasion 
he was elected over a man who was a United States senator, Allen previous 
to, and Thurman and Pendleton subsequent to the gubernatorial election. 
When Thurman was defeated in 1867, a Democratic legislature was chosen, 
which elected him to the senate. 
In 1876 General Hayes was the Republican candidate for president, and 
carried Ohio over Samuel J. Tilden of New York by a vote of 330.698 to 
323,182. 
He was nominated on the seventh ballot in the national Republican 
convention which met in Cincinnati, Ohio, June 14, 1876. 
In accepting this nomination Mr. Hayes pledged himself, from patriotic 
motives, to the one-term principle, and in these words: 
“Believing that the restoration of the civil service to the system estab­ 
lished by Washington and followed by the early presidents can be best 
accomplished by an executive who is under no temptation to use the 
patronage of his office to promote his own re-election, I desire to perform 
what I regard as a duty in now stating my inflexible purpose, if elected, 
not to be a candidate for election to a second term. 
“In furtherance of the reform we seek, and in other important respects, 
a 
change of great importance, I recommend an amendment to the con­ 
stitution prescribing a term of six years for the presidential office, and 
forbidding a re-election.” 
A bitter and threatening controversy arose over the election, which 
required the wisest and most conciliatory statesmanship to adjust, so as 
to avert civil commotion. 
In a letter to Senator John Sherman, Nov. 27 
1876, Governor Hayes said: “You feel, I ani sure, as I do about this whole 
business. 
A fair election would have given us about 40 electoral votes—at 
least that many. 
But we are not to allow our friends to defeat one outrage 
and fraud by another. 
There must be nothing crooked on our part. 
Let 
Mr. Tilden have the place by violence, intimi. tiou and fraud, rather than 
undertake to prevent it by means that will noi near the severest scrutiny.” 
The canvassing board of Louisiana, Florida and South Carolina declared 
Republican electors 
chosen, and certificates of these results were sent by 
the governors of those states to Washington. 
Governor Hayes had a m a­ 
jority of one in the electoral college. 
But the Democrats charged fraud, 
and certificates declaring the Democratic electors elected were sent to 
Washington. 
The house (Democratic) and the senate (Republican) then 
concurred in an act providing for a commission composed of five represen­ 
tatives, five senators and five judges of the supreme court, to have final 
jurisdiction. 
The commission refused to go behind the certificates of the 
governors, and by a vote of eight to seven declared in favor of the Repub­ 
lican electors, and President Hayes was inaugurated March 5, 1877. 
The administration of President Hayes, although unsatisfactory to m a­ 
chine politicians, was a wise and conservative one, meeting with the approval 
of the people at large. 
By the withdrawal of Federal troops and restoration 
of self-government to the southern states, it prepared the way for a revival 
of patriotism and the remarkable material development that ensued. 
After leaving the presidency Mr. Hayes lived in quiet retirem ent at 
Fremont. 
He was identified with the management of numerous educational 
institutions and the public benefactions of the state. 
He died at Fremont. 
President Hayes resigned from the Fortieth congress in 1867 to become 
governor, and was succeeded by General Samuel F. Carey; and resigned the 
governorship in 1877 to become president, and was succeeded by Thomas L. 
Young, the lieutenant governor.

be elected to the presidential office. He was born in Delaware, Ohio, 
Oct. 4, 1822.

Ohio in 1817, and engaged in merchan­ 
dising in Delaware, but died in 1822. 
The younger Hayes removed with 
his mother to Fremont, or Lower San­ 
dusky, in 1827, where he helped to 
support himself, and secured the rudi­ 
ments of an education, and later at­ 
tended the Norwalk academy. He en 
tered Kenyon college and was gradu­ 
ated in 1840.

A TJnlqac R iver. 
Unique In its kind is no doubt the 
Mocona waterfall in the South Ameri 
can republic of Uruguay, situated 
about two miles below the mouth of 
the Plperl Assu river into the Uru­ 
guay. A great rock divides the river 
into two separate streams in such a 
manner that the right arm continues 
Its flow on the original level, while 
the second arm falls gradually, so that 
it finally lies 22 feet below the level 
of the other arm. The bed of the up­ 
per part of the river Is not very deep, 
and the water flows partly in a right 
angle to the river, thus forming a w a­ 
terfall of more than two miles in 
length. 
This unique view presents Itself to 
the traveler, however, only during the 
winter, for in the summer, and espe­ 
cially during the rainy season, the 
Uruguay contains such immense quan­ 
tities of water that both arms form 
one single stream, navigable even for 
the largest freight steamers. The faU 
has been known for centuries, and a 
description of it was published as early 
as 1691 by the Rev. Antonius Sepp, a 
missionary from Tyrol, who spent over 
20 years among the Indians of Uru­ 
guay.

that it is true: 
“insurance rates will be raised in 
almost every city in the United States 
within the next year. 
The leading 
companies of the country have de­ 
cided to protect themselves 
against 
the losses to which they have been 
subjected within the last two years, 
and have agreed to appoint a commit­ 
tee to fix the rates and arrange all de­ 
tails for the increase. 
“Just when the changes will 
be 
made and how much the rates will be 
advanced is not known. These points 
will be determined by the committee 
of 30. who shall be elected by the 
companies signing an agreement to 
abide by the arrangements they may 
make. 
“For more than two years, few, if 
any. fire insurance companies in . this 
country have 
made money. 
Heavy 
losses have been suffered, especially 
in Philadelphia and Pittsburg, but no 
direct movement has been made for 
a general advance in the rates until 
the first of the year. 
“At a meeting of the National Board 
of Fire Underwriters it was suggested 
by President E. C. Irvin, of Philadel­ 
phia. that a committee be named to 
prepare a plan of reform and submit 
it to all companies. 
“A committee of 27 men was named 
and their report was submitted at the 
June meeting. 
Several of its clauses 
met with so much opposition that it 
was decided there would not be suffi­ 
cient support to justify putting the 
plan in operation. 
“A new agreement was drawn up 
and presented at a meeting of

It provides that all fire In­

The battle of Yangstun was fought 
on the 6th, and Hie advance to Ho SI 
Wu was occomplished on the Oth — a 
march of 18 miles in three days. This 
was four days ago, and at the same 
rate of progress Chaffee is even now 
fairly within striking distance of the 
walls of Pekin. 
It was a eoiisurmnu 
Hon which the war departm ent had 
aw aited calmly, aud stirring as the 
news was that the American force 
was now nearing the gates of the Im­ 
perial city. Secretary Root and Adju­ 
tan t General Corbin evinced no sur­ 
prise, as it accorded with calculations, 
although the advance had been more 
rapid than was expected. 
The dispatch from Chaffoe.convpylng 
■o ranch iu a few words, is as follows: 
Che Foo, Aug. 13. 
“Adjutant General. W ashington: 
“Tenth arrived Ilospiwu (Ho Si Will 
yesterday.

When a 
he worked on a canal boat as a 


driver and spent his leisure hours in 
itiidv At the time he was in the em ­ 
ploy 'd Governor Tod. In 1849 he en­ 
tered the Geauga seminary at Chester, 
and supported himself by doing odd 
johc pa i carpenter’s or blacksmith's 
h*lD“r, us opportunity’ offered During 
taratioris he did farm arid other m an ­ 
tel tabor, and occasstonally taught 
jrhcel 
He entered TTfram college in 1851, 
and William* college in 
1854, from 
wMrh he graduated in 1856 
He was 
tMilned a minister in the Campbell- 
iu church, and after hiR graduation 
♦aught Grer»k and Latin in Hiram col­ 
lege. and subsequently became its pres­ 
ident. He read law with Albert Gallatin Riddle at Cleveland and was admit­ 
ted to the bar in 1858 
He was elected to the senate of the Fifty-fourth gen­ 
ial assembly from the Twenty-sixth Senatorial district, Portage and Summit 
counties, in 1859. 
At the breaking out. of the civil war he was commissioned lieutenant 
colonel of the Fort y-second Ohio Volunteer Infantry, and had a brilliant mili­ 
tary career, having been made a m ajor general by successive promotions. He 
participated in t h e actions at Middle Creek, Ky., Shiloh, Corinth, Chicka­ 
mauga and many other minor engagements, in all of which he distinguished 
himself 
He resigned his military commission Dec. 3, 1863, to take his seat 
in congress 
His heai.h had been shattered, and his friends, without solicita­ 
tion on his part, had elected him to the national house. 
He was elected as a Republican, aud at once became a conspicuous figure 
on the floor of the house, delivering a forceful speech a few weeks after 
entering the hndv 
His oratory was of a high order, and his argum ents were 
strong and often unanswerable by his opponents. 
He was elected in 1802 to the Thirty-eighth congress from the Nineteenth 
district. Portage. Trumbull, Geauga and Ashtabula counties. 
He was elected 
to the Thirty-ninth, Fortieth, Forty-first and Forty-second from the same 
constituency. 
In 1872 the Nineteenth district was made up of Portage, Ashta­ 
bula, Trumbull, Lake and Geauga, and he was chosen to the Forty-third 
Forty-fourth. Forty-fifth and Forty-sixth, always by overwhelming majorities. 
During his eighteen years of continuous service in congress he served on 
til of the im portant committees cd' the house, and was, at different times, 
chairman of the committees on m ilitary affairs, banking and currency, ways 
ted means and otheis. in 1876 he was chosen a member of the electoral com­ 
mission which settled the disputed presidential succession between Ruther­ 
ford B. Hayes and Samuel J. Tilden, and was one of the eight out of fifteen 
toting to seat the former. 
On the 13th of January, 1880, he was elected United States senator by the 
legislature, but renounced the office before the beginning of the term to 
•coopt the p”esidential nomination, and at the November election of that year 
he was elected president over Major General Winfield S. Hancock. 
In March, 1881, shortly after his inauguration, a bitter controversy was 
Precipitated between his adm inistration and Senators Platt and Conkling of 
New York, over the appointm ent of William H. Robertson as collector of the 
Port of New York, and the two senators resigned, as a protest, and both stood 
‘or re-election and both were defeated, thus indorsing President Garfield’s 
•ction. Inter-party bitterness rose to a dangerous degree, which culminated 
on the 2d day of July, 1881, when a probably insane partisan named Guiteau 
red a pistol shot into the president in the railway station building at W ash­ 
burn, inflicting fatal injuries. He lingered In great agony until the 19th of 
September, when he died of blood poisoning. 
I bis being the second president assassinated, the horror and indignation 
® the entire nation knew no bounds, and when he died, all party lines and 
wHsiong were washed out by the great flood of national grief.

OH ^ utller*ort* Birchard Hayes was the second member of congress from 
lo to be elected to the presidential office. He was born in Delaware, Ohio, 
Oct. 4, 1822. 
His father, 
Rutherford 
Hayes, 
migrated 
from 
Vermont to 
Ohio in 1817, and engaged in merchan­ 
dising in Delaware, but died In 1822. 
The younger Hayes removed with 
his mother to Fremont, or Lower San­ 
dusky, in 1827, where he helped to 
support himself, and secured the rudi­ 
ments of an education, and later at­ 
tended the Norwalk academy. II© en 
tered Kenyon college and was gradu­ 
ated In 1840. 
He Immediately fitted 
himself for 
entrance 
Into the 
law 
school at Harvard, from which he 
graduated in 1845. He was a Republi 
can in politics, and became a leader 
of bls party in the state. 
He was admitted to the bar at 
M arietta in 1845. and began the prac­ 
tice at Fremont in 1846 as the partner 
of General Ralph P. Buckland. In 1849 
- - 
he removed to Cincinnati, where he 
rot* to eminence in the legal profession. He was city solicitor of Cin- 
Irom ifc5g 


the membership of the Literary club of the Queen City and Hayes was chosen 
captain. His company was assigned to the Twenty-third regiment, Ohio Vol­ 
unteer infantry, and he was commissioned major. 
He did gallant service in Virginia and West Virginia, and his regiment 
participated in nearly all the im portant actions in the Shenandoah valley 
under General Sheridan, including the battles ot South Mountain, Winchester, 
Cloyer s Mountain, Fisher’s Hi]] and Cedar Creek. 
In the m eantime he was 
promoted to the command of the regiment. General Adam Badeau, of Gen­ 
eral Grant s staff, in his Military History of Grant says of Colonel Hayes: 
“For gallant .and meritorious service in the battles of Winchester, 
Fisher’s Hill and Cedar Creek, Colonel Hayes was promoted to the rank of 
brigadier general of volunteers, and brevetted major general for gallant and 
distinguished service during the campaign of 1864, in West Virginia, and par­ 
ticularly in the battles of Fisher’s Hill and Cedar Creek.” 
He commanded his brigade for more than two years 
In 1864 he was 
elected to the Thirty-ninth congress from the Second district, a part of H am ­ 
ilton county, and in I860 was re-elected from the same district to the Fortieth. 
While in congress he served on a number of the leading committees of the 
house, and his counsel was eagerly sought after by his party leaders on all 
perplexing questions. 
He was nominated for congress in 1872, against his protests, and was 
defeated by his Democratic opponent, Henry B. Banning, in the Second dis­ 
trict. 
In 1873, after his defeat, he removed from Cincinnati to Fremont, 
where he had inherited considerable property, and there he continued to 
reside during the remainder of his life. 
In 1867 he was the Republican candidate for governor of Ohio, and was 
elected over Allen G. Thurm an, Democrat, by a vote of 243,605 to 240,622. 
In 1869 he was again the Republican candidate for governor, and was elected 
over George H. Pendleton, Democrat, by a vote of 236,082 to 228,576. 
In 
1875 he was the Republican candidate for governor, and defeated William 
Allen, Democrat, by a vote of 297,817 to 292,273. 
It is a coincidence that General Hayes was the only man elected three 
times to the office of governor during the century, and on each occasion 
he was elected over a man who was a United States senator, Allen previous 
to, and Thurman and Pendleton subsequent to the gubernatorial election. 
W hen Thurman was defeated in 1867, a Democratic legislature was chosen, 
which elected him to the senate. 
In 1876 General Hayes was the Republican candidate for president, and 
carried Ohio over Samuel J. Tilden of New York by a vote of 330.698 to 
323,182. 
He was nominated on the seventh ballot in the national Republican 
convention which met in Cincinnati, Ohio, June 14, 1876. 
In accepting this nomination Mr. Hayes pledged himself, from patriotic 
motives, to the one-term principle, and in these words: 
‘‘Believing that the restoration of the civil service to the system estab­ 
lished by W ashington and followed by the early presidents can be best 
accomplished by an executive who is under no tem ptation to use the 
patronage of his office to promote his own re-election, I desire to perform 
v;hat I regard as a duty in now stating my inflexible purpose, if elected, 
not to be a candidate for election to a second term. 
“ In furtherance of the reform we seek, and in other im portant respects, 
a change of great importance, I recommend an amendment to the con­ 
stitution prescribing a term of six years for the presidential office, and 
forbidding a re-election.” 
A bitter and threatening controversy arose over the election, which 
required the wisest and most conciliatory statesm anship to adjust, so as 
to avert civil commotion. 
In a letter to Senator John Sherman, Nov. 27, 
1876, Governor Hayes said: “You feel, I am sure, as I do about this whole 
business. 
A fair election would have given us about 40 electoral votes—at 
least that many. 
But we are not to allow our friends to defeat one outrage 
and fraud by another. 
There m ust be nothing crooked on our part. 
Let 
Mr. Tilden have the place by violence, intimL tiou and fraud, rather than 
undertake to prevent It by means th at will not near the severest scrutiny.” 
The canvassing board of Louisiana, Florida and South Carolina declared 
Republican electors chosen, and certificates of these results were sent by 
the governors of those states to Washington. 
Governor Hayes had a m a­ 
jority of one in the electoral college. 
But the Democrats charged fraud 
and certificates declaring the Democratic electors elected 
were sent to 
Washington. 
The house (Democratic) and the senate (Republican) then 
concurred in an act providing for a commission composed of five represen 
tatives, five senators and five judges of the supreme court, to have final 
jurisdiction. 
The commission refused to go behind the certificates of the 
governors, and by a vote of eight to seven declared in favor of the Repub­ 
lican electors, and President Hayes was inaugurated March 5, 1877. 
The administration of President Hayes, although unsatisfactory to ma 
chine politicians, was a wise and conservative one, meeting with the approval 
of the people at large. 
By the withdrawal of Federal troops and restoration 
of self-government to the southern states, it prepared the way for a revival 
of patriotism and the remarkable material development that ensued. 
After leaving the presidency Mr. Hayes lived in quiet retirem ent at 
Fremont. 
He was identified with the m anagement of numerous educational 
institutions and the public benefactions of the state. 
He died at Fremont. 
President Hayes resigned from the Fortieth congress in 1867 to become 
governor, and was succeeded by General Samuel F. Carey; and resigned the 
governorship in 1877 to become president, and was succeeded by Thomas L. 
Youngs the lieutenant governor.

Unique In Its kind la no doubt the 
Mocona waterfall In the South Ameri­ 
can 
republic of 
Uruguay, 
situated 
about two miles below the mouth of 
the PIperl Assu river into the Uru­ 
guay. 
A great rock divides the river 
Into two separate streams In such a 
manner that the right arm continues 
its flow on the original level, while 
the second arm falls gradually, so that 
it finally lies 22 feet below the level 
of the other arm. The bed of the up­ 
per part of the river Is not very deep, 
and the water flows partly In a right 
angle to the river, thus forming a wa 
terfali of more than two miles In 
length. 
This unique view presents itself to 
the traveler, however, only during the 
winter, for In the summer, and espe­ 
cially during the rainy 
season, 
the 
Uruguay contains such immense quan­ 
tities of water that both arms form 
one single stream, navigable even for 
the largest freight steamers. 
The fall 
has been known for centuries, and a 
description of it was published as early 
as KUH by the Rev. A ii ton I us Bepp, a 
missionary from Tyrol, who spent over 
20 yeurs among the Induna of Uru­ 
guay.

vial In the dead man’s vest pocket. It 
was about the diameter of a lead pen­ 
cil by four inches long, and had orig­ 
inally contained a couple of dozen 
medicinal tablets, which, lying one on 
top of the other, filled the little bottle 
to the cork.
